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Another Elementary School in Grayling’s Future? 


The Crawford AuSable School Board took ac- 
tion at their December 18th board meeting to 
hire the construction management firm of 
Elzinga & Volkers of Houghton Lake to prepare 
cost estimates and develop preliminary 
specifications for the possible construction of a 
new elementary school. The board also ap- 
proved requesting the services of the Michigan 
Department of Education Project Outreach to 
conduct a survey of community attitudes toward 
both the district’s construction and educational 
programming needs. This survey will be con- 
ducted In March of 16980. 

The school board acted following receipt of the 
preliminary recommendations from _ the 
district's Infrastructure Committee. This com- 
mittee has been studying the structural needs of 
the four schools in the district for the past two 
months. 

‘The school Heard has been aware of the space 
problems at the Grayling Elementary School tor 
a long time,’’ said Superintendent Kent 
Reynolds. ‘‘They made it clear when the middle 
school bond issue was being discussed that 


moving the fifth grade to the Grayling Middle’ 


School was only a temporary solution to the 
schoo) district's overcrowded situation.’’ He 
said the Grayling Middle has a capacity of 600 
students, and by the fall of 1992, the middle 
school will begin to bulge at the seams with 
nearly 700 students. 

“Some or all of the fifth grade ciassrooms will 
have to be moved out of the middle school at that 
time,’’ stated Reynolds. 

MORE CLASSROOMS NEEDED 

The Grayling Elementary is already having to 
bus students to Frederic because of the lack of 
classrooms and Reynolds estimates that by the 
fall of 1992, the district will need 15 additional 
elementary classrooms just to handle current 
enroilment trends. In addition to these 
classroom needs, the Grayling Elementary 
School lacks office space for vital services such 
as the socia) service worker, physical education 
teacher, school counselor and _— school 
psychologist and small classrooms for speech 


' therapy and the gifted and talented program. 


The teachers lunch room/lounge and work room 
are inadequate for current staff numbers. 

For these reasons, the board of education 
asked that the Infrastructure Committee ‘be 
formed. Last Monday the committee made six 
recommendations to the board of education. 


Following each recommendation is a brief sum- 


mary explaining why and how each recommen- 


dation was reached. 
1. The committee recommended that an ad- 


ditional elementary school be constructed in- 
stead of adding on to either the Grayling or 
Frederic Elementary schools. . 


Guilty Murder 
Plea Tops 1989 
County Stories 


Richard Conway pleading guilty to a 2nd 
degree murder charge in connection with the 
death of his 11 week-old daughter was the most 
important news story in Crawford County in 
1988. Conway plead guilty in July and was sen- 
tenced to 20 to 50 years in prison in Sept. 

The second top story of the year was the 
Georgia Pacific formaldehyde plant and attem- 
pts to halt. its construction. The plant was op- 
posed by the AuSable Conservation Trust but by 
the end of the year, the foundation was started. 

Recommendations by the Governor’s Camp 
Grayling Advisory Committee was the third top 
story of 1989. The committee's recommen- 
dations helped improve relations between users 
of Camp Grayling and some citizens at odds with 
some of the military’s training. 

Money problems of the Crawford County Am- 
bulance Corps was the fourth top story of 1989. 
By the end of the year, the county was trying to 
establish a non-profit, private ambulance ser- 
vice. 

Crawford County’s high criminal sexual con- 


duct case rate was the fifth top story. Crawford | 


County’s rate was significantly higher than 
surrounding counties. 

Grayling’s main street was torn up during 
spring for major street improvements. Sidewaik 
attractions were also added. 

County commissioners started 1989 by making 
$428,000 in cuts in the 1989 budget. They ended 
the year by making more cuts in the 1989 budget, 
including cuts in overtime in the sheriff dept. 

The closest city council election in years saw 
Larry Akers and Allen Schreiner win four-year 
terms. 

Wayne Koppa was named the new Camp 
Grayling commander. He took over for David 
Skip’ Hanson, who retired. 

The tenth top story of 1989 was the cold 
November and December weather. Snow came 
the opening day of deer season and didn't leave. 
The cold temperatures came weeks before win- 
ter offically arrived on Dec. 21. 


The Grayling Elementary School, with over 
600 students, is nearly twice the size of the 
average elementary school in the state and is one 
of the state's largest elementary ‘schools. Its 
auxiliary areas (gym, library, etc.) are at or 
over capacity with the current enrollment and 
would have to be duplicated if classrooms were 
added. The heating system will not support ad- 
ditional classrooms and would also need to be 
duplicated if classrooms were added. Current 
personne) such as administration, secretary and 
custodians could not service additional space 


_ and students.

It was the opinion of the commit- 
tee that it would be as expensive to add on as to 
bulld an additional school. 

‘The Frederic Elementary School is too far 
from the county's population center and would 
result in more unpopular busing,’’ said 


Reynolds. 


2. The committee recommended that the new 
elementary school be constructed at the 
Grayling Elementary School/football field’ site 
and that a new football field and track comlex

Weyerhaeuser Building $60 Million 
Plant is Top Story of Decade 


Weyerhaeuser building a $60 million plant here 
was the top news story of the decade for 
Crawford County. The Structurwood plant 
located in Beaver Creek Township shipped its 
first load in September of 1982. 

Controversy over the use of Camp Grayling 
reached the courtroom in 1988. The AuSable 
Manisiee Action Council tried to restrict the use 
of the camp to Michigan National Guards. A 
committee established by Governor Blanchard 
helped reach compromises between the military 
and civilians complaining about the training at 
the camp. 

The third top story of the decade was a com- 
bination of new construction at Camp Grayling. 
A $820,000 armory was dedicated in May, 1982. 
Also in 1982, construction was started on a $2.2 
million ammunition supply center. In 1983, con- 
struction staried on a $1.8 million supply center 
building. In 1986, construction started for a new 
$6.5 million MATES complex along North Down 
River Road. 

The fourth top story of the decade was a legal 
battle over no-kill rules on the ‘‘Holy Water’”’ 
stretch of the AuSable. After an injunction, the 
no-kill rules were finally put into effect on the 
mainstream. 

Large cuts in the school district in September, 
1981, was the fifth most important story of the 
decade. Thirty six employees were laid off,

libraries were closed, and many programs were 
cut. The Crawford AuSable School District tur- 
ned things around .a few years later as the 
Grayling Middie School was renovated and the 
Grayling High School was named an exemplary 
high schoo! in the state. 

The sixth top story of the decade was the con- 
troversy in 1989 concerning Georgia Pacific’s 
plan to build a formaldehyde plant. The AuSable 
Conservation Trust fought to stop construction of 
the plant. 

The seventh top story was the reopening of the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery as a tourist attraction. 
Local citizens took the closed DNR fish hatchery 
and renovated it. 

A lawsuit to halt construction of the Kmart 
store in Grayling was the eighth top news story 
of the decade. The store eventually opened in 
Sept. of 1984, 

Construction of an $11 million Shell gas and oil 
central production facility in Frederic Township 
in 1983 was the ninth top story of the decade. 
Later in the decade, production was reduced and 
halted at the facility. 

The tenth top story of the decade in Crawford 
County was the Fred Bear Museum leaving the 
area. The museum was the last part of the Fred 
Bear Archery Company left in Grayling. Its 
departure marked the end of the Fred Bear era 
in Grayling.

be constructed at the high school site. 

The school district owns adequate space for an 
additional elementary school at the Grayling 
Hlementary/football site. Two elementary 


’ schools at the same site would conserve tran- 


sportation costs and reduce student time on 
buses 48 all buses and routes carry K-12 students 
and must stop at all buildings. The only large 
population center outside of the city Is the Karen 
Woods, Sherwood Forest, Lake Margrethe area. 
The district does not own property in that area 
and would have to purchase land should a site in 
that area be chosen, Any site away from the 
Grayling Elementary .School would increase 
transportation costs. 


COULD SAVE TRAFFIC PROBLEMS 

The serious traffic problems at the Grayling 
Elementary School could be solved when the 
second school is constructed by paving a bus 
traffic loop from Plum Street between the two 
elementaries. 'This would eliminate abl bus traf- 
fic from Connine Drive between the hospital and 
the Grayling Elementary school resulting in a 
much safer situation for auto and pedestrian 
traffic. 

The second elementary school could be at- 
tached to the Grayling Elementary School by an 
enclosed walkway facilitating movement of 
shared personne] between the buildings. Con- 


venient sharing of personnel results in 
operational cost savings. 
MOVE FOOTBALL FIELD? 


The committee cited several drawbacks to the 
current football field. ‘There is not adequate 


f space for a modern track and even if space was, 


available, it is not easily accessible from the 
high schoo] building. The location has been a 
factor in small turnouts for track and eventually 
for the dropping of track as a school sport. 
Seating is inadequate 
and other improvements are needed including 
fencing, rest rooms, and equipment storage. 
Construction of a new football field/track com- 
plex at the high school site would free space for 
an elementary school, would provide a useful 
facility for the high school and would provide a 
better and safer facility for spectators due to bet- 
ter parking and seating. 

8. The new elementary school should be 
designed for srades K-2 including preschool and 
developmental programs and that the Grayling 
Elementary be redesigned for grades 8-5. 

4, The committee is at the point where space 
requirements and costs need to be determined. 
The committee recommended that the firm of 
Hizinga & Volkers, Inc., a construction 
management firm from Houghton Lake, be 
engaged to work with the committee in com- 


YRAR ROUND OPTION 

5. The committee has requested further 
research be conducted regarding the concept of 
year round school. Research ts to include an 
anulyals of cost increases or savings, an analysis 
of positive and negative factors and an analysis 
of the number of years such a solution would ad- 
drass the district's space probiems. 

No districts in Michigan are currently 
operating year round school. Three districts 
operated year round school in the 1970's. The 
concept was abandoned due tu excess heat in the 
summer, and difficulty in maintaining buildings 
as they are always in use and in conflict with 
high school activities. Under the year round 
school concept, 25 percent of the students are 
always on vacation increasing the schools 
capacity by the same number. ‘The elementary 
classroom needs in the Crawford AuSable School 
District already exceed 25 percent. 

Districts utilizing the year round school con- 
cept found that it worked better at the elemen- 
tary level than at the secondary level. 

6. The committee recommended that the 
Michigan Department of Education Project 
Outreach be engaged to conduct a survey to 
determine attitudes toward construction issues 
including location, configuration and other con- 
structional improvements and_ repairs to 
existing facilities.

Reynolds likened the overcrowded situation at 
the Grayling Elementary School to having the 
whole family together for Christmas when the

“That ig what happens in a building that has 
too many people,’ he said. ‘‘We keep bumping 
into one another, the ability to concentrate is 
diminshed and nerves become frayed.”’
